ORDER OF COMMISSION 
TO BE BITTERLY FOUGHT 


If the Courts 


Sustain Order, 


However, There Will Be a 


Reduction of Sea and Rail 
Rates from Atlantic Ports to 
Points of Destination in In- 
terior of the South. 


Washington, May 24-—Matertal re- 
Guctions upon the numbered classes of 
freight between Cincinnati, Ohio, and 
Chattanooga, Tenn., were ordered to- 
Gay by the interstate commerce com- 
mission. The present rates, which have 
been in effect many years, were held 
to be unreasonable, even in prevailing 
conditions of cost of railway opera- 
tion. The reductions will become ef- 
fective July 15, next. 

The reductions ordered by the com- 
mission on each of the six classes of 
freight between Cincinnati and Chatta- 
nooga are as follows in cents per hun- 
Gred pounds: 

First. 76 to 79: second, 65 to 60; third, 
57 to 58: fourth, 47 to 44; fifth, 40 to 
88, and sixth, 30 to 29. These rates, by 
order of the commission, must remain 
in effect, beginning on July 15, for at 
least two vears. 

Reads Will Fight. 

It is not only reasonably certain thaf 
the roads will contest the commission's 
order, but also that if the rates should 


continue in effect, their operation will 


result in a reduction of the sea and 
rail rates from Atlantic ports to points 
of destination in the interior of the 
south. 

The order of the commission was is- 
sued in connection with an opinion in 
the case of the Receivers and Shippers’ 
Association of Cincinnati, against the 
Cincinnati, New Orleans and Texas Pa- 
cific railway and other interstate car- 
riers in the south. Before the final 
hearing of the questions involved, the 
Merchants’ Association of Boston, the 
Business Men's Association of Holyoke 
and the boards of trade of Salem, 
Fitchburg and Springfield, Mass., and 
of Portland, Me., the Trades League of 
Philadelphia; the Merchants’ Associa- 
tion of New York, the chamber of com- 
merce of Richmond, Va., the board of 
trade of Norfolk. Va., the chamber of 
commerce of Petersburg, the Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ Association of Bal- 
timore and the Indianapolis freight 
bureau became interveners. 

In a subsequent case brought by the 
Chicago Association of Commerce 
against the Pennsylvania company and 
other carriers, an effort was made to 
secure Tower rates from Chicago to 
points in the south than the combina- 
tion of the local rates through Cincin- 
nati. In effect, the cases involved the 
same’ points. 

Burden of Complaints. 


The burden of the complaints was 
that the rates upon the numbered 
classes of freight from the central west 
represented by Chicago and Cincinnati 
to various points consumption in the 
south were too high, as compared with 
the rates upon the same classes from 
points of origin in the east to the same 
points of destination in the south. 

It was held by the commission, in 
the opinion written by Commissioner 
Prouty, that it was not apparent that 
rates from the east discriminate 
against the west, although it was con- 
ceeded that the rates from Cincinnati 
to Chattanooga were so high as to be 
unreasonable. 

‘The commissioner adds, however, 
that. if “distance is to be taken as the 
atandard, rates from the complaining 
cities are much higher than from their 
rival trade centers upon the Atlantic 
seaboard; but where water competition 
enters as a factor, some different basis 
of comparison than distance must be 
found." 

Three notably important points are 
made in the opinion. all of which are 
applicable to transportation of freight 
throughout the country. 

What: Commission Says. 

In the commission's words, these 
are: 

“The east and west find a common 
Market in this section of the south. 
and in deternining whether the pres- 
ent rates from the west are reason- 
able one subject of inquiry is the 
movement of traffic under the pres- 
ent rates. The fair inference from the 
testimony seems that the relation in 
rates between the east and west, which 
hase been in. effect for the last third 
of a century, does not today abnormal. 
ly promote the movement of traffic 
from either section. 

“Neither the east 
any vested right 


nor the west has 
to sell a certain 
amount in this southern territory. 
Each section is entitled to a reason- 
able rate and to do what business it 
can under that rate. 

“A railroad is entitled to a fair 
return upon the value of the property 
G@evoted by it to the public use, but it 
is not entitled to have that property 
paid for by the public.”

Boyce and his former wife, motner of 
Benjamin, are divorced.

DID TAFT YIELD 


TU GUGCENKEIMS? 


Serious Charge Against 
Pres. Regarding Alaska. 


Alleged He Removed Unit- 
ed States Attorney and Mar- 
shal Who Were About to 
Expose Conduct of ‘Guggen- 
heims in Alaska. 


Washington, May 24.—An investiga- 
tion which is expected to disclose to 
a greater extent than ever before the 
bitter factional feeling in the repub- 
lican party in Alaska was begun to- 
day before a subcommittee of the sen- 
ate committee on judiciary. It is be- 
ing held in connection with protests 
made against the confirmation of John 
Rustguard and Herbert L. Faulkner, 
appointed by President Taft as United 
States atorney and United States mar- 
Shal, respectively,' to succeed John J. 
Boyce and Deéniel A. Sutherland, who 
were removed at the request, it is 
understood, of Governor Walter BE. 
Clark. 

Sensational Preceedings. 

Senator Nelson is chairman of the 
subcommittee, and associated with 
him are Senators Borah and Overman. 
The proceedings today were highly 
Sensational, representatives of the op- 
posing factions were present and lis- 
tened to the charges each side made 
against the other. The principal 
speaker today was Delegate James 
Wickersham, who made charges 
against Governor Clark, ex-Governor 
Hoggatt and Louis Shackleford, the 
member of the republican national 
committee from Alaska. The Alaskan 
delegate sought to connect these men 
with the Guggenheim interests. 

As to the exact testimony given to- 
day little could be learned. Senator 
Nelson, after an adjournment had 
been ordered until Thursday, cau- 
tioned the witnesses against revealing 
the executive proceedings. It is un- 
derstood, however, that Senators 
Borah and Overman will recommend 
open hearings. 

Guggenheims Are Involved. 

The controversy is said to be chiefly 
between the factions opposing the ac- 
tivities of the Guggenheims in, Alaska 
and that which favors the rgpid de- 
velopment of the territory. The men 
who were removed from office charge 
that Governor Clark has become af- 
fliated with the Guggenheim faction. 
and that he joined with National Com- 
mitteeman Shackleford in recommend- 
ing the appointment of Rustguard and 
Faulkner. 

Boyce and Sutherland are not seek- 
ing to be restored to office. They say 
that «hey desire nothing more than to 
place before the senate the facts, as 
they see them, connected with their 
removal. According to their story, 
they incurred the enmity of the Gug- 
géenheims because of their prosecution 
and conviction of Ed Hasey on the 
charge of having shot and killed two 
men in Keystone canon in October. 
1907. Hasey was employed by the 
Guggenheims and it was charged that 
he shot the two men while trying to 
guard Keystone Pass against the in- 
vasion of the representatives of a 
rival concern which was seeking en- 
trance to the passes a route for a 
railroad line. Hasey was convicted 
and sentenced to serve eighteen 
months in a federal penitentiary. 

“Men Higher “<p.” 

Boyce and Sutherland claim that 
they discovered that “men higher up” 
in the Guggenheim service were re- 
sponsible for the affairs at Keystone 
Pass. The two federal officers say 
they were removed from office on 
the eve of bringing proceedings 
against others believed by them to 
have been implicated in the Keystone 
affair. 

Just before the committee adjourned 
today @a-young man named Douglass, 
who had been an auditor in the em- 
pioy of the Guggenheims, was called 
to the stand. He testified that $70,000 
had been expended prior and during 
the Hasey trial. and he charged that 
the expenditures had been made for 
the entertainment .of jurors and 
otherwise as a corruption fund to de- 
feat the prosecution by federal offi- 
cers.

Ministers Lose on Jef- 


fries-Johnson Bout. 


San Francisco Grants Permit 
for Fight Despite Protests of 
the Churches—-A Prize Fight- 
er Was Chairman of the City 
Board. 


San Francisoo, May 24.—The first 
definite step in the campaign being 
waged by representatives of the 
churches against prise fighting in 
general in California and against the 
Jeffries-Johnson contest in particular, 
was named today when a delegation of 
prominent ministers and their legal 
advisers appeared before the police 
committee of the board of supervisors 
to protest against granting a permit 
to the Broadway Athletic Club to con- 
duct a boxing contest on July 4. 

Prize Fighter in Chair. 


John L. Hergel, formerly middle- 
weight prize fighter, known in the 


ring as “Young Mitchell,” and now a 
city and county supervisor, sat as 
chairman of the committee. 

A recommendation was made by the 
committee to the supervisors that the 
permit be granted to the Broadway 
Club, under the auspices of which 
Jeffries and Johnson wil! fight on the 
national holiday. 

Rev. William Rader, Rev. A. C. Bain 
and Attorney J. EK. White took the 
leading part in voicing the protest of 
the church people. 

Chairman Hergel informed the dele- 
gation that the Jeffries-Johnson fight 
wes merely to be a scientific boxing 
exhibition and would be countenanced 
as such by law. When the ministers 
referred to the scheduled-event as a 
prize fight and to Jeffries and John- 
son as prize fighters, Hergel objected. 
“Jeffries has never been in a fight in 
his life,” he said. 

Church Is Invited. 

Herge! invited the “whole church 
federation to be present at the next 
fight.”’ 

“I think you will find our 
to this prize fight business 
more serious than you admit, 
gel,’ declared Rev. Rader. 

“Reverend, I must object to your say- 
uzbH dfgo uztilbMu ta etaoin nu nun 
ing that we are going to. grant a per- 
mit for a prize fight. This is to be 
merely a boxing exhibition,’ said 
Hergel. 

“Is Jeffries a prize fighter or a box- 
er?” asked Mr. Rader. 

“A boxer.” 

“Then he is not a fighter at all?’ 

“Not in my opinion,” the chairman 
replied. 

“And he has never fought?’ the min- 
ister queried. 

“He has contested,” Hergel ventured. 

“Well, in my opinion, the affair is 
intended to be a prize fight, and the 
permit should not be granted,’ con- 
cluded Mr. Rader. 

Not a Picnic. 

“It certainly is not to be a picnic. I 
must disagree with you again, Rever- 
end,” said Hergel. “This contest is to 
be conducted strictly under the Mar- 
quis of Queensberry rules, laid down 
by a gentleman and peer of England. 
These rules govern all boxing contests 
here. & prize fight is a fight with 
bare fists. It brings in wrestling and 
other things, and it is sometimes as 
rough as football.” 

The- committee then decided to rec- 
ommend the granting of the fight per- 
mit.

BY NOXIOUS GASES, 
DICKINSON IS KILLED 


New York Financier Meets 
Death in Chemical 
Laboratory. 


New York, May 24.—Charles Couter 
Dickinson, organizer and former presi- 
dent of the Carnegie Trust Company, 
died in St. Luke’s Hospital early this 
morning from congestion of the lungs 
caused by the inhalation of a mysteri- 
ous noxious gas in the laboratory of 
Dr. F. N. Lange, at Scranton, Pa.. on 
May 16. 

Vv. V. B. Hedgepeth, of Scranton, 
vice president of the Tippecanoe In- 
surance Company, at whose instance 
Mr. Dickinson went to witness an ex- 
periment in the laboratory, was also 
seriously affected by the gas, as was 
the experimenter, Dr. Lange. Both 
are reported ill, but probably will re- 
cover. 

S. C. Dickinson, a brother of Charles 
Dickinson, gave out the first news of 
the mysterious tragedy today. He was 
in an adjoining room when the others 
were stricken and was unaffected. He 
does not know the nature of the ex- 
periment or exactiv why his brother 
went to witness it and the character 
of the gas is so baffling that two of 
New York's most eminent physicians, 
Drs. Janeway and Delafield, could not 
account for the effect on Mr. Dickin- 
son's lungs. 

Mr. Dickinson was born at Coble- 
skill, N. Y., and was a graduate of the 
Cornell Law School. 


WHAT IS A FERRYBOAT? 
STEAMSHIP OR HIGHWAY ? 


Question to Be Decided by the 
United States Supreme 
| Court. ‘ 


New York, May 


24.—Is a ferryboat 
a steamship or a highway? This is a 
question that the supreme court of 
the United States may be called upon 
to decide. The federal government 
has libelled the ferryboat Nassau. 
owned by New York city,.in @n action 
to enforce the payment of a penalty 
for an alleged violation of a federal 
statute which forbids the transporta- 
tion of inflammable or explosive ma- 
terials on steamships except on the 
decks. The government charges that 
a wagon load of gasoline was carried 
on the Nassau, which plies between 
Brooklyn and the Wall street section 
of New York. Counsel for the city 
contends that the Nassau is not a 
steamship at all, but a highway, be- 
ing a continuation of streets in New 
York city, and as necessary as a

Given by the General Educa- 
tion Board---$113,000 for Ag- 
ricultural Demonstration and 
$31,450 for Secondary Edu- 
cation in This Section. 


New York, May 24.—Appropriations 
of more thah $700,000 were made to- 
day by the General Education Board 
for the endowment of work of various 
colleges, and for work in the south. 
Among the appropriations to colleges 
are: 

Central university, Danville, Ky., 
$75,000; Transylvania university, Lex- 
ington, Ky., $60,000. 

In addition to the sum appropriated 
for Central university, a like amount 
was subscribed at the last meeting of 
the board. 

For Agriculture in South. 

In addition to these sums, $113,000 
was appropriated for demonstration 
work in agriculture in the south, under 
the supervisiga® of Dr. Seaman A. 
Knapp, of the United States depart- 
ment of agrioulture. This is designed 
to supplement the work of the de- 
partment, especially in states outside 
the teritory affected by the boll 
weevil, to which the department does 
not extend this work. 

Another appropriation made tcday 
was $31,450 for professors of second- 
ary education in the south. They are 
inembers of the faculties of various 
state universities, who under salary 
from the board, establish high schools 
as feeders for the universities. Under 
their direction 703 public high schools 
have been established in the south 
within the last few years and 616 new 
bulldings tave been erected at a cost 
of $5,876,780. . 

$5,177,500 Given in All. 

The g2nucral education board has 
contributed in all to seventy col- 
leges gifts totaling $5,177,500. Twenty- 
nine applications for endowments were 
considered at today’s meeting, but no 
definite action was teken thereon. 

The members of the board who were 
present at the meeting were Dr. Harry 
Pratt Judson, president of the Uni- 
versity of Chicago; Dr. Charles W. 
Eliot, president emeritus of Harvard 
University; Dr. Edwin A. Alderman, 
president of the University of Virginia; 
Dr. Hollis B. Frissel, president of 
Hampton Institute; Dr. Wickliffe Rose, 
of Washington, general agent of the 
Peabody education fund; Frederick T. 
Gates, Robert G. Ogden, Walter H.

Heike, with five subordinates, is be- 
ing tried im the criminal 
the United States circuit court, charged 
with conspiracy. to defraud the govern- 
ment by underweighing sugar. 

Thomas appeared in court today 
with Dr. Samuel! D. Hooker, of Phile- 
delphia, a director of the company, but 
left hurriedly after he was informed 


his presemce was not need yg. today. 
Just when he will test ty gaily an- 
nounced. 

As he left the federal building, the 
head of the sugar trust said: 

“I have just been summoned here 
as a witness; that ts all l know. I pre- 
sume I will be called to the stand 
later. I really have no idea what it is 
the government wishes to find out from 
me.” 

The name of Henry O. Havemeyer, 
one time head of the trust, but now in 
his grave, figured prominently in to- 
day’s testimony. It was brought out 
on cross-examination by the defense 
in an attempt to clear Heike. The wit- 
ness was John A. Thompson, a book- 
keeper in the company’s Wall street 
offices. He testified that Heike knew 
nothing about weights at the docks, 
but he could not give as clean a rec- 
ord for James F. Bendernagel, former 
cashier and one of the defendants.

Cincinnati, May 24.—-An aggressive 
campaign against sumptuary laws was 
planned by the National Wholesale 
Liquor Dealers’ Association tonight at 
a conference of-etate presidents of the

Previously, delegates to the annual 


convention of the body had listened 
to addresses in which it was agreed 
that the assoctation members had re- 
mained too long. on the defense -and 
that a firm stand should be taken for 
the enactment and enforcement of 
regulatory statutes by which disrepu- 
table saloons might be eliminated. 

“Whiskey has no friend in public. no 
enemies in “private,” was.quoted by 
Emil Nathan, St. Louis, as a “condl- 
tion, not a theory.” 

He added: “No greater harm can be 
done to society than by the non-en- 
forcement of any law on the state 
book. To educate the people as to 
the scope and danger of impending 
fanatical legisiation, thig organization 
must call to its aid, openly and with- 
out fear, the best elements of our 
mercantile, commercial and profession - 
al population.” : 

A bitter attack was made upon the 
Anti-Saioon league by Henry C. Mains, 
of Rochester, N. Y. 

“The league hes organized a gigan- 
tie system of robbery,” he declared.

150 MILES 
“FR S10,000 | 


New York Aviator Plans a Mos 
Dating Voyage in His 
Aeroplane 


FROM ALBANY ON HUDSON 
HELL FLY TO WEW YORK 


Curtiss Will Undertake the 
Feat In Order to Win a Prize 
of $10,000--He Will Start 
From Albany About 4 O'clock 
Thursday Morning. 


New York, May 24-—Gienn H, OCur- 
tiss will attempt on Thursday the 
most ambitious flight over the water 
that has ever been essayed in an aero- 
plane. Under the terms of competition 
offered by The New York World he 
will try to fly from Albany to New 
York with one stop, although two 
stops are allowed. 

For the last six months Curtiss has 
been maneuvering for the prize of 
$10,000 offered by The World for a 
flight from New York to Albany, or 
reverse, with one stop. 

Experiments by Ourtisa 

Recently he has been conducting 
experiments to determine the ability of 
his latest mode! to light on the water 
and float without upsetting. These 
tests are in themselves unique, for al- 
though other aviators have alighted 
in the water, it hat never been by de- 
sign. Without the aid of airtight 
compartments necessary to sustain 
the aeroplane upon the water, Curtiss 
beliees that he could fly from Albany 
to New York in one lap. 

Prudence dictating safegua:ds 
against accident, however, he has felt 
it necessary to equip himself with 
life buoys and the weight of the life 
buoys necessarily deducts from what 
would otherwise be hie available sup- 
ply of gasoline. 

To Start Thursday. 


Curtiss will start from Albany, prob- 
ably about 4 o’clotk Thursday morning, 
if weather conditions favor. He ex- 
pects to break his flight somewhere in 
the neighborhood of Poughkeepsie, The 
distance by rail is 142 miles, but by 
water it is estimated that, allowing 
for cut-offs which Curtiss will make 
across bends of the river, 150 miley 
will be a more accurate measurement. 

The longest oross-country flight of- 
ficially recorded is 117 miles, made by 
Paulhan, Apri] 19, 1910, from Orleans 
to Arcis-Sur-Aube. In his interrupted 
flight from London to Manchester. 
Paulhan flew from Litchfield to Man- 
chester in the second leg of his jour- 
ney, 141 miles. The total distance from 
London to Manchester is 186 miles, in 
which Paulhan flew 45 miles in the 
first leg. 

Machine He Will Use. 

The machine whiéh Curtiss will use 
in his present attempt carries an eight- 
cylinder motor, developing 50-horse 
power, and has a spread of surface 
which Curtiss says is less than one- 
half of any other biplane now in use.

GOOD RUADS AND NATIONAL HYPOCHONDRIA. 


In the face of such statesmanlike warnings as those sounded by 
Alexander Stephens Clay of Georgia in the senate last Friday, when 
he declared that the naval policy of this country tended toward 
national bankruptcy, the senate has authorized two new “dread- 
noughts.” 

“We have gone wild—absolutelvy wild,” said the senator from 
Georgia. He intimated that before they stood complete these mon- 
ster fighting machines would cost $16,000,000 each, instead of the 
initial $6,000,000. His statements were challenged by the great navy 
enthusiasts, and he was at once corroborated by Hale of Maine, the 
senate’s final authority on naval expenditures. 

Confirming the contentions of Senators Clay and Burton, The 

Columbus (Ohio) State Journal thus designates the penalty we are 
paying for a national fright, comparable to nothing so much as a 
country-wide attack of hypochondria: 
- Congress proposes two big battleships this year. They wili cost 
$20,000,000 or more, and every year thereafter many thousands beside, 
and yet in ten or twelve years they will be tied up to the banks of 
Disuse. They will be no fighting craft by that time. Their 14-inch 
guns will be consumed in target practice and their present efficiency 
will become dilapidated and hopeless. 

This is the penalty—the paying of large sums to the scrap pile— 
for the scare we fondle that we are in imminent danger of having 
‘some nation attack us. Surely, that burden we might get. rid of, if 
we would half try. 


The Constitution concedes the necessity of an adequate national 
defense, since we cannot afford to disregard the navy so long as 
other nations pamper the international folly of gigantic armament. 

But while we are lavishing millions on these sops to the national 
Scare, is it not well to remember that within a few years they will, 
as our contemporary so aptly states, be “tied up to the banks of 
Disuse ?”’ 

Would it not have been more sensible to have accepted the 
suggestion of Senators Clay and Burton and authorized just one 
“dreadnought?” Are we never to profit by the imperial isolation 
of America to the end of saving the treasury, or are we constantly 
to jndulge the fears of a few coast cities against the depredation of 
a mythical enemy that never comes? 

The price of one of these warships, doomed to swift obsoles- 
cence, would lay the foundation of a good roads system that would 


place money in the pockets of every American farmer, and give the 
national development an impulse it has not enjoyed since the build- 
ing of the transcontinental railroads. 
Warships are essential as a premium upon a policy of peace.

Vice President Sherman was among 
those who gave Cobb a cordia] recep- 
tion. Hearing of the presence of the 
champion batter, Mr. Sherman left his 
office in order to be introduced to him.

port on June 2. The market closed 
barely steady at a net decline of 10@18 
points. 

The opening was steady at a decline 
of 5@9 points, in response to indiffer- 
ent cables, smaller English spot sales, 
although they were explained on the 
~memyA gf holiday week in Lancashire 
and a better showing of the weather 
map. At the initial decline, the bull 
leaders gave the old crop support, and 
July contracts quickly rallied to the 
closing figures of: last night, while 
the new crop sold up slightly in sym- 
pathy. But as soon as the bullg with- 
drew their buying orders, the market 
weakened again, under scattered sell- 
ing in the way of liquidation and con- 
tinued pressure from local bears, who 
were encouraged by the forecast for 
fair and warmer weather in the west- 
ern belt, and during the middle of the 
day the market broke to a net loss 
of about 11@16 points, A rally to 
within 4@5 points of last night's finals 
followed, on covering and a renewal 
of bull support, but in the last hour 
the market weakened again, and last 
prices were practically the lowest of 
the day. 

Forty-seven members of the New 
York cotton exchange estimate, on 
the average, that the government will 
report a condition of 80.4 per cent, 
whereas about a week ago the trade 
was talking a condition from 75 to 
78 per cent. The June condition last 
year was 81.4 per cent and the ten- 

ear average has been 80.9 per cent. 

t is reported that ocean freight room 
for approximately 150,000 bales has 
been engaged for shipment from New 
York to Liverpool and the continent.

SELLING PRESSURE 
SEEMS TO HAVE ABATED 


Although Stock Market Was 
Not So Animated as on 
Previous Dav. 


New York, May 24.—The stock mar- 
ket dropped back inté a stagnant state 
today, in contrast with the compara- 
tive animation of the day before. The 
sailing today for Europe of individuals 
who have been prominent at times in 
the speculation was hit upon as an in- 
dication that they had been cleaning up 
accounts yesterday preparatory to this 
departure. The selling pressure was no 
longer in evidence today, and the sup- 
ply of stocks for sale was much dimin- 
ished. Uncovered shorts had to advance 
bids to get stocks. The tactics of the 
room traders to move prices made up 
the day’s market almost altogether. 

The course of the international ex- 
changes afforded some relief from the 
feeling on that account yesterday. The 
reaction in the sterling exchange rate 
in Paris was even more violent than 
the abrupt advance of yesterday, and 
in New York there was a reaction also, 
which was rhuch more moderate. The 
private discount rate in London at the 
same time relaxed. The belief was 
strengthened that this movement was 
associated with some of the govern- 
ment loan operations recently in prog- 
resg in the Paris market, and possibly, 
also, with the closing of the bankers’ 
agreement in Paris regarding the Chi- 
nese railroad loan. , 

Details were still lacking of the 
placing of American bond issues in 
France, and of any active steps in re- 
newal of the project to secure the ad- 
mission of United States Steel to the 
list of Paris bourse. Both subjects 
were further discussed, and helped to 
the firmer tone of stocks. The ap- 
proach of a London stock market set- 
tlement was a repressive influence 
there, and by reflection on this mar- 
ket. The money market showed an ar- 
rest of the recent downward tendency 
of interest rates, but without any 
marked change in conditions. Reports 
that banks in this country are reducing 
their loan accounts with the marketing 
of commodities which had been held 
back, and also on account of land 
purchases, are received with satisfac- 
tion among New York bankers. The 
cautious feeling on the outlook finds 
expression in the discussion of United 
States treasury finances and the poss- 
bility that they may require a call on 
the national banks for return of some 
part of government deposits now held. 
The decline in customs receipts, while 
conducing to this need, have another 
side in the indication they afford of a 
decline in the abnormal value of the 
country’s imports and the consequent 
dislocation of the foreign trade. 

The speculative liquidation proceed- 
ed in both wheat and cotton, and the 
immediate weather conditions, which 
were considered. good, had an influence 
in that movement. 

Bonds were steady. Total sales, par 
value $1,105,000. United States bonds 
were unchanged on call.

‘LONGS IN WHEAT 


QUIETLY UNLOADING 


Market Weakened Under Gen- 
eral Selling for New 
Crop 


onths. 


Chicago, May 24.—Suspicion seized 
hold of many people today that the 
principal May and September longs in 
wheat had been quietly unloading. It 
is certain that the market weakened 
under general selling for the new crop 
months, particularly July. Improving 
crop prospects, domestic and foreign 
poor milling demand, and weak BPuro- 
pean quotations, all contributed to the 
bearishness of the situation. The 
close was easy with prices showing a 
net loss of \% %c. Corn finished 
% to 1%c down and oats 4{@% to %c. 
Provisions scored a decline of 20 to 30 
cents. 

There was a popular theory afloat at 
the outset that the wheat market was 
entitleg to some recovery because of 
the sharp decline of the last few days. 
On such a belief, some fairly good 
buying was done, but an abundance of 
wheat came on the market. Broker- 
age firme executed orders in 125,000 
bushel lines of July and September. 
All bullish news was thrown to the 
winds, the trade busying itself fol- 
lowing the big selling orders. Rallies 
were feeble and was due mainly to 
covering by shorts from time to time. 
The best and quickest of the reactions 
ge from the purchase of about 
a million bushels in practically one 
lot late In the session. Gossip credited 
much of the heavy selling to a big 
southwestern long. Information was 
circulated that another cargo of 240,000 
bushels of Duluth wheat had been 
bought to come here for delivery on 
May contracts. This steamer and three 
others now en route bring an aggre- 
gate of 680,000 bushels to add to the 
local contract stock, which increased 
988.000 bushels last week, and is now 
virtuallv 3,800,000 bushels. New No. 2 
red winter, to arrive elther the first 
or the last half of July, was offered 
here today from  (MTilinofs. Reports 
came from Oklahoma that only two 
weeks more were needeq to mature the 
crop. there. The world’s available 
supply was shown to be more than 
27,000,000 bushels greater than a year 
ago. Fluctuations In the price of 
the September delivery ranged from 
96% @14 to 98% with the close at 
97%, a net decline of %c. 

Corn weakened on the fine growing 
weather, increasing offerings from the 
interior, and the noor shipping demand. 
September varied from 59% @%c to 
60%, c. and closed easy at 59%c,. a loss 
of 1%c. The cash marget was slow. 
No. 2 yellow closea at 61c. 

Oats suffered with other grains. 
Liquidation was a feature. The buying 
came mostly from shorts. Crop re- 
norts were more favorable. Septem- 
ber sold from 36%c to 37%c, and closed 
at 37% Qc, showing % @ %c fall from 
the fina’ figures vesterday. 

There was fairly good selling of pro- 
visions by local interests and also bv 
Missouri river packers who received 
a large share of the day’s holdings.

ASKS FOR PURIFICATION 
OF THE PEACHTREE CREEK 


— 


In the effort to assist the city in 
the purification of Peachtree creek, 
Attorney L. W. Thomas has written a 
letter to Councilman Craig Cofield, 
\chairman of the sewer committee of 
council, in which he suggests that the 
city confer with the Armour Fertilizer 
Works, located on Peachtree, road, 
with a view to having them run their 
sewage into the sewer which the city 
will build at the Butler street branch. 

Mr. Cofielad will take the matter up 
with the city attorney and will also 
submit the communication to the 
sewer committee at the next meeting. 

Mr. Thomas points out that the Ar- 
mour Fertilizer Works employs three 
or four hundred hands and that all 
the surface closets of the works used 
by the hands empty about two or three 
hundred yards above the Butler street 
branch into Peachtree creek, and that 
in addition to this, the fertilizer works 
empty all their refuse water and mat- 
ter through this same sewer into 
Peachtree creek. 

Mr. Thomas in this connection says: 

“The Butler street branch, which 
conveys the sewage which goes around 
Piedmont park, runs into Peachtree 
creek perhaps not more than 200 or 300 
yards west of the Armour Fertilizer 
Works. 

“The city, I understand, proposes to 
take this Butler street branch and 
convey it by a@ sewer across the Sea- 
board Air Line Railroad to connect 
with the Orme street branch and con- 
vey the sewage of the two branches 
into one septic tank west of Peachtree 
road. 

“One of the objects of the city in 
controlling the sewage from these two 
branches is to get the sewage out of 
Peachtree creek. 

“Suppose you see the Armour people 
and get them to run their sewage into 
the sewer that the city will build at 


the Butler street branch, and give the 
works the right to connect with this 
sewer of the city. It will not cost 
the fertilizer works any great amount 
to connect with this sewer. If they, 
are thinking men they must know 
that it will be only a question of time, 
if they do not consent to do this, when 
the courts will compel said works to 
abate this nuisance. 

“The supreme court of Georgia has 
decided that no one has the right to 
contaminate a running stream like 
this, and in this way, and that an ac- 
tion will lie for an injunction at the 
instance of any one or all of the 
riparian owners to stop this nuisance. 

‘T believe now is the time, if your 
committee desires to render real ser- 
vice to the city, before you begin your 
sewer and septic tank work out Peach- 
tree road, to communicate with the 
Armour Fertilizer Works and put the 
matter plainly before them and in- 
duce them, if you can, to connect their 
plant with the sewer that the city will 
build. 

“Mr. Stewart, at 501 Rhodes building 
I believe, is in charge of said works. 

“Tf the Armour Fertilizer Works will 
not consent to do this I would suggest 
that your committee have an ordi- 
nance passed by the council! authoriz- 
ing an amendment to the charter of 
the city of Atlanta which would give 
the city police power and control over 
all such nuisances. Because it is 
ridiculous to confine sewer and sani- 
tary measures to the city limits only, 
when the outlying districts are full 
of nuisances. The city ig: have 
police authority to abate all stich and 
require all factories surrounding the 
city outside of the city limits to con-| 
nect their surface closets and sewer- 
age with the nearest outlying trunk 
sewer. If there is no such «outlying 
trunk sewer conventent for them to 
connect with, then the city should 
have police power to compel all such 
factories and persons who maintain 
such nuisances to erect and maintain 
a septic tank for their own use.”
